SEES CORRESPONDENT 

Changes In Mexican Minstry 
Augurs Nothing to Him 
Diaz's Pledges. 



Madero's Camp, Bustillo's Estate, 

near Chihuahua, Mex., April 5.— -A 
declaration that all talk of peace is 
futile so long as President Diaz re- 
fuses to resign and that the recent 
cabinet changes at Mexico City have 
served only to convince the insur rec- 
tos of ultimate success, was made 
by Francisco I. Madero, the provis- 
ional president, in an interview, 
in amplication of one which he gave 
to the Associated Press a few days 
ago. Madero declared he was con- 
fident of "the final triumph of arms 
in the overthrow of Diaz." 

In all northern Mexico, he said, 
the insurrection movement was 
spreading until now the federal 
troops were confined to the garrison 
towns, "at which the insurrectos 
were preparing to strike a decisive 
blow." 

Referring to his father and Gus- 
tavo A. Madero, his brother, who 
were reported to have initiated 
peace plans with Minister De La 
Barra with a view of ending the 
war, the insurrectionary president 
intimated strongly that they had no 
authority to act for him, and he 
would not accept any proposals 
which were not addressed directly 
either to himself or to Dr. Vasques 
Gomez, his confidential agent in the 
United States.

Nashville, Tenn., April 4 — Mar- 
shal M. Morgan, for several years 
city editor of the Nashville Banner, 
has resigned that position to become 
secretary to United States Senator- 
elect Luke Lea of Tennessee. Mr. 
Morgan is succeeded as city editor 
by Joseph R. Wilson, brother of 
Governor WouJiow Wiisou of New 
Jersey.

Democrats Plan an Investipa- 
tifn of all Departments 
v of Government.

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Washington, April 5 —The Sixty- 
second congress met in extraordi- 
nary ision Tues lay. 

What the session will biing forth 
in the way of legislation, or when it 
will adjourn were matters on which 
no one cared to venture an opinion. 

The democrats took full possession 
of the house and put Champ Clark 
of Missouri in the speaker's chair. 
In his speech accepting the honor of 
Mr.- Clark warned the democrats 
that the eyes of the country were 
upon them; that the party was on 
trial and that ic had an opportunity j 
for the first time in sixteen years to 
prove its worthiness for a still high- 
er expression of confidence on the 
part of the American people. 

William Jennings Bryan and Gov. 
Harmon were prominent figures on 
the floor of the house during the 
opening ceremonies. 

The senate's opening was sedate 
as usual, and while the leadership of 
the upper branch of the new con- 
gress remains in republican hands, 
the change in the personnel of those 
assuming command are almost as 
marked as in the house. 

President Taft's message, dealing 
with Canadian reciprocity alone, will 
be read in the two houses of congress 
tomorrow. 

Republican leaders of the senate 
have announced that there will be 
no tariff legislation at the extra ses- 
sion. Tariff revision is included in 
plans of the democrats. 

This difference of opinion promis- 
es soon to bring the two branches 
into sharp conflict. 

From a political standpoint it is 
likely that one of the most impor- 
tant things the democratic house will 
do will be to order a thorough inves- 
fixation of the vnriniis ilptm-tmpnts 
and branches of the government 
service. The democrats claim there 
has been no such investigations for 
twenty years and that much good 
campaign material as well as much 
saving to the people will result from 
them.

Breathitt Decides He Has no 
Grounds For Contest. 

Frankfort, Ky..Aplil 5 — Attorney 
General Breathitt gave Commission- 
er of Agriculture Rankin an opinion 
in which he held that the State 
Board of Agriculture. Forestry and 
Immigration could not elect a secre- 
tary of the State Fair for a period 
of four years. 

Judge Breathitt says that as the 
terms of one or more members of 
the board expires annually it is im 
possible for the board to elect a sec- 
retary for a longer period than the 
board is compact. The opinion holds 
that the State Board of Agriculture. 
Forestry and Immigration acted in 
violation of the Kentucky Statutes 
when it adopted a resolution over a 
year ago electing J. W. Newman, 
secretary of the State Fair, for a 
period of four years. 

He holds that the hoard can elect 
a secretary for one year only.

GUARDING OLD MANUSCRIPTS 



Government Finds an Additional Safe 
guard tow Ita Rare Documents In 

Silk. 



In the preserraiioa of its rare 
menu* ripta and hooks the govern- 
ment hsa found an additional safe- 
guard in .Ta|mnenf *ilk. 

It- use has ri'inoved a fear that 
Iook existed in the minds of li- 
brarian-, that the rare old manu- 
script* would dry up and return to 
•heir original elements. Fortunate- 
ly, however, ihe employment of a 
•ilk of extreme thinness and trans- 
pan n . ha* sstttea the question of 
the life of these manuscripts for the 
next two or three hundred years at 
least By that time, perhaps, some 
oth'T method may be discovered. 

This silk is thinner than the thin- 
nest tissue paper, the threads being 
finer than spider webs. It is pasted 
over the manuscript so firmly that it 
wanN off all dust and air, and yet is 
so transparent that it does not inter- 
ior' nore with the appearance 
of the manuscript than would an 
Hdinary pane of glass. It strength- 
ens the manuscript so that the dan- 
ger of handling is reduced to a 
minimum. 

For some time past the lihrary of 
cont;t - has had in hand the ex- 
amination and protection of all of 
its old manuscripts, employing for 
the purpose the silk mentioned. Cn- 
less one be an expert in old manu- 
scripts, he is unahlc to recognize the 
fact thai the silk has been used. — ; 
Harp. r*s Magazine.

Attempt to Be Modern and Competl- 
tlve With Limited Resource! la 
Heavy Task. 

In trying to he modern and com- 
petitnv with limited natural re- 
iMrces, the burden placed upon the 
industrious inhabitants of Japan is 
very great Poetry, cherry blossoms 
and i hrvsanthemums are at a sad 
discount in conflict with the natural 
advantages and organized resources 
of the western world.

For, 
after all, the Japan of today is the 
creation of a few minds who, act- 
ing t'other, as did the great fathers 
of the American republic, have pro- 
duced a reversal of habits in indus 
try and government so radical &a to 
excite the utmost amazement and a 
doubt whether this wisdom can en- 
dure and perpetuate itself on such 
lines.

The chemical action of lime in 
soils is very striking. It decom 
poses the dormant mineral plant 
food, and thus renders available for 
the plant phosphoric acid and pot 
ash, which otherwise would remain 
inert in the soil. It acts on the 
vegetable organic matter in tho soil 
and converts part of it into i itro- 
<ren compound* available for the 
plant. It is very effective in sweet 
ening sour lands, and thus hinders 
more disease crops in such soil ; it 
especially improves the quality of 
herbage. It enables crops to make 
the best use of superphosphate, dis- 
solved bones, sulphate of ammonia 
and other soluble manufactured 
chemical manures, preventing ant 
excess of acid in such manures from 
exercising an injurious effect in the 
crop.

A Night Rider Mock Trial. 

Some of the public schoolboys of 
Hopkinsville held a night rider mock 
trial at the courthouse a few nights 
ago to raise funds for their athletic 
association. From all accounts the 
.proceeding did not differ materially 
from the actual court trials in night 
rider prosecutions in Kentucky 

A "prisoner" was arraigned on 
the charge of leading a band of night 
riders which had cruelly whipped a 
"farmer." The prosecution intro 
•duced a number of confessed "night 
riders" as star witnesses. Other 
evidence was offered strongly cor- 
roborative of the testimony given by 
i these witnesses. The defense came 
forward with the usual alibi. The 
"prisoner," it was sworn by various 
^ witnesses, was initiated into a secret 
order on the night he was supposed 
to have been larruping the honest 
"farmer." During the process of 
initiation, it was testified, he was 
placed in a coffin and wa* being row- 
ed up and down a river at the identi 
cal hour when the night riders were 
engaged in putting the lash to their 
victim. 

Of course, the defendant was ac- 
quitted. The able "attorneys" 
lengthy and exhaustive argu 
for and against conviction, 
three on each side. At the conclu 
aion of the oratoiical pyrotechnics 
the case went to the jurors, who 
promptly rendered a verdict of ac- 
quittal without the formality of re- 
tiring for consultation. Whether 
they had plan d their hands to their 
«ollars after being impaneled, as a 
signal to their fellows of the "Silent 
Brigade" that all was well in the 
jury box, is not stated, but the 
promptness with which they "deliv 
■ered the goods" seems to indicate 
that they did manifest evidence of 
reliability.

Five sixths of the 
total precincts, the first in, indicated 
that the vote would reach 24,000. a 
gain of 11.000 over the vote of four 
years ago. On the other hand, the 
prohibition vote, which had been 
5,875 four years ago, dropped to 
3.000 this year.

Momentum of Heavier Object Moving 
Through Air Is a Matter of 
Course. 

If two objects having the same 
size and shape, but different in 
weight nr mass, are thrown with the 
same initial velocity, the heavier one 
has more momentum. The momen- 
tum of a moving object is propor- 
tional to its mass and to its velocity. 
The meaning of the term may be 
understood by remembering that a 
heavy ball is harder to stop than a 
light ball if both are moving at the 
same velocity. These two objects of 
.the same size, but of unequal mass- 
es, meet with the same resistance 
and therefore the momentum of the 
lighter body is sooner overcome. 
That is the reason that the lighter 
body cannot be thrown so far start- 
ing with the same initial velocity as 
can a heavier body. More than that, 
within certain limits the heavier 
body can be given, with the same 
power, equal, if not greater, initial 
velocity. For example: In throw- 
ing, the arm can be swung with 
more effect with a stone in the hand 
than with a feather.

Have you got pink-eye? 

If you have, you are in fashion. 

If you haven't, you are liable to 
have it, if these March winds keep 
blowing the dust about the city. 
When the April showers follow the 
March winds and wash the spring 
dust, the pink-eye germs go into 
summer quarters and hibernate un 
til next spring. 

President Taft is aflicted with 
pink eye. United States Senator La 
Follette recently underwent treat- 
ment for pink-eye. There is said to 
be an epidemic of pink-eye among 
notables in Washington and New 
York. 

There ar«? many cases of pink-eye 
in St. Louis, and these strong winds 
are blowing constantly increasing 
number of cases of oculists daily. 
Few cases were reported until the 
strong winds of the last few days set 
the germs in motion— St. Louis Post 
Dispatch. 

What Is Pink-Eye? 

Dr. Edwards, who has several 
cases now under his care, says it is 
acute conjunctivitis, which means 
that the membrane lining the under 
surface of the eye lid and the outer 
surface of the eye ball, are acutely 
inflamed. 

The disease is painless, although 
unpleasant. The germ causing 
pink eye is a minute fly. These flies 
live in the dust and are carried along 
by the winds. The affliction is in- 
fectious, and should the fly get in 
one eye. the other eye usually de- 
velops a case of pink-eye through 
infection, or sympathy, unless the 
germ is removed by proper treat-
